Education Methods 


A national research committee says that 
Canada’s schools should train students in 
basic skills and sound work habits—rather 
than job training. 

The committee — reporting on its four- 
year study at the annual convention of the 
Canadian Education Association at Saska- 
toon—said the three R’s are being brushed 
aside by the growing emphasis on teaching 
highly specialized skills. 

The committee says that after survey- 
ing more than 12,000 high school graduates 
and 14,000 who did not complete secondary 
education, it believes they lack the ability to 
express themselves well. 

The educators say that the three R's 
should be taught in such a way that they'll 
be useful on the job and during every-day 
activities. 

Whatever policy our schools follow, it 
should be one best designed to prepare our 
youngsters for useful lines. 


Horrors Of 
Death Penalty 


Those who oppose capital punishment 
can often use convincing statistics to prove 
that persons committing murder are not 
deterred, at the time, by fear of reprisal 
death. They either figure they can “get 
away with it” (as it is believed many mur- 
derers do), or commit the crime in a moment 
of senseless passion. Many murderers who 
escape the death penalty, often turn out to be 
good citizens. 

An example of this is Jim Williams, con- 
vited murderer, at Florida State Penitentiary, 
in 1926. A unique occurrence stopped his 
electrocution after he had been strapped in 
the chair, the electrodes had been adjusted 
and the black hood placed over his head. 

When the moment came to send the 25- 
year-old Negro to his death, both the warden 
and the sheriff refused to pull the switch, 
each claiming it was the duty of the other. 
As neither official would consent to do it 
after a heated argument of twenty minutes, 
Williams was unstrapped and returned to his 
cell. For having been tortured in this man- 
ner, his sentence was commuted to life im- 
prisonment, and shortly, he was sent to work 
on a state farm. 

In 1934, Williams saved the lives of a 
little girl and her mother who were about to 
be gored by an enraged bull in an adjacent 
field and was rewarded with a full pardon,

Iranian Crisis Spurs 
Tar Sands Project

(Editorial Note: Half way round the world, 
trouble brews in the rich Iranian oil fields. A 
great world power—Britain—is forced cut of 
this lucrative oil area and looks to the un- 
developed but fabulously rich oil deposits of 
the Alberta Tar Sands). 

The promise of greater things to come 
is shaping up for Edmonton and the province 
of Alberta in what may be described as glow- 
ing colors. It is evident from the results of 
drilling at the California Standard’s 11-11 
well, in the Acheson area, approximately 7 
miles west of Edmonton, that another major 
discovery of oil has been made. The well 
burst into life one Sunday recently in a great 
column of gas and oil 200 feet high. This 
discovery is of immediate and great import- 
ance to the Edmonton oil field. 

While this development was taking place 
in the orthodox field of oil recovery, an im- 
portant meeting of oil experts and scientists 
was held at the Alberta University, in what 
was described as a symposium on Alberta's 
vast oil sands deposits in the McMurray area. 
One hundred delegates representing leading 
oil and mining companies, research councils, 
universities and industrial labratories inter- 
ested in the problems of extracting the oil 
from the sand and exploiting the riches of 
the petroleum resources were present. 

It is not generally realized, despite the 
publicity given it, that these oil riches con- 
stitute the biggest reserve of oil anywhere in 
the world. They are perhaps Alberta's most 
valuable natural resource. Important de- 
velopments will doubtless follow the findings 
af this great symposium. : 

The delegates received the fullest en- 
lightenment in their discussions with the 
technical director of the gathering, Sydney 
M. Blair, on his knowledge of the tar sands 
and of his tested methods of extracting the 
oil from the sands economically. 

With the world situation what it is, 
owing to the misguided policy of the I “anian 
government in its quarrel with the British 
government over oil, the importance of the 
Alberta deposits is vastly increased. If the 
scientists and industrialists who attended the 
symposium can be convinced that the oil in 
the McMurray tar sands can be extracted in 
paying volume the future holds unimaginable 
progress and industrial development and 
wealth for Alberta. 

The announced objective of making this 
province the debt free province of the Do- 
minion seems to be within reach of achieve- 
ment. 


War Base in Space 


“When there are two moons in the sky” has for 
ages been used as a synonym for the absolutely im- 
probable.
